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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

I. Status of the Claims 

Claims 1 -4 and 6-19 are currendy pending in this application. By the present amendment, 
claim 1 has been amended as suggested by the Office to incorporate the limitations of claim 5 
and thereby be in condition for allowance. Claim 16 has been amended as suggested by the 
Office to correct certain informalities and to incorporate similar limitations to claim 1 and 
thereby also be in condition for allowance. Accordingly, no new matter has been introduced by 
any of these amendments. 

II. Office Action 

Applicants note with appreciation the Office's indication that original claims 10-5 were 
allowable and claims 5-9 were allowable if re-written in independent form. Applicants have, by 
the above amendments, so re-written claim 5 as an allowable independent base claim, from 
which allowable claims 6-9 depend directly or indirectly. 

With respect to the outstanding rejection of claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. 103 over Lai 
or Jennings, Applicants submit that such rejections have clearly been rendered moot by the 
above amendment to claim 1. Withdrawal thereof is therefore respectfully requested. 
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With respect to the outstanding rejection of claim 16 under 35 U.S.C. 103 over Lai or 
Jennings, Applicants submit that such rejection has also clearly been rendered moot by the above 
amendment to claim 16. Withdrawal thereof is therefore respectfully requested. 

With respect to the outstanding rejections of claims 3-4 and 17-19, Applicants submit tat 
such rejections have been rendered moot by the above amendments to claims 1 and 16. Withdrawal 
thereof is therefore respectfully requested.
